Thirteen of the city’s 18 State 
Representatives attended the 
luncheon meeting at Hotel 
Chase with the Mayor and sev- 


eral. of his assistants, and dis- 
cussed for several hours plans 


for handling the bill in the 
House and presentation of argu- 
ments for its passage. 
Three of the legislators were 
picked to handle the important 
revenue measure on the House 
floor. They are Representatives 
Robert M. Uxa, Mrs. Jennie S. 
Walsh and Eugene P. Walsh. 


All-Out Effort Agreed an. 

The group agreed with Mayor 
Tucker that an all-out effort 
should be made to remove the 
restrictive amendments, which 
were adopted by the Senate be- 
fore it passed the revised meas- 
ure and sent it to the House 
last week. 

The two most damaging 
amendments would limit the life 
of the new earnings tax to three 
years; and permit the calling of 
a referendum on a new tax ordi- 
nance passed by the Board of 
Aldermen: The other change cut 
the top permissible tax rate 
from 1 per cent to one-half of 1 
per cent, the rate now charged 
under the present levy which ex- 
pires Thursday. 

The city is hoping the time 
Umitation will be removed and 
the tax authority made perma- 
nent so it can stabilize municipal 
finances on a long range basis.

Referendum Opposed. 

The city also is opposed to the 
referendum provision, because 
if it is invoked the tax will be 
suspended for 90 days or more 
and create Jegal conflicts. 

If the tax rate is fixed at one- 
half of 1 per cent, the Board of 
Aldermen will be unable to pro- 
vide for exemptions without ma- 
terially reducing revenues from 
the lévy. . 

Hearings on the amended 
earnings tax measure will open 
Tuesday in Jefferson City, be- 
fore the House Taxation and 
Revenue Committee. Proponents 
will be heard Tuesday and op- 
ponents. Wednesday. The city 
hopes the comniittee will report 
the bill promptly so the entire 
House may take it up for action 
Thursday.

ARE PART ASPIRIN, 
PART ‘NONSENSE’ 


SEOUL, March 27 (AP)—Cap- 
tured Russian and Chinese war 
equipment was exhibited and 
demonstrated by the Eighth 
Army here today. The exhibit 
included items which ranged 
from Russian-manufactured 76.2 
millimeter artillery to “march- 
ing pills” and padded Chinese 
army. uniforms. 

Russian truck engines bore 
unmistakable similarity to De- 
troit designs and, except for 
Russian markings on dash board 
dials, the vehicles could have 
been battered veterans from 
any American used car lot.

MOSCOW, March 27 (AP)—

The article said the Soviet 
Union exploded a hydrogen 
bomb Aug. 8, 1953, and went on 
to say this country will use the 
energy so developed for such 
peaceful purposes as construc- 
tion work, digging canals and 
opening new sources of mineral 
wealth, 

The article was one of a 
series explaining atomic and 
thermonuclear energy—the first 
ever published for the general 
Soviet public. 

Western diplomats here find 
this new policy of informing 
the public extremely interesting, 
and some are clipping the 
—— for their own informa- 
tion. 


Theoretical Sketch of H-Bomb. 

The article included a sketch 
showing the difference between 
an atomic bomb and an H-bontb, 
It said the H-bomb releases 8 to 
10 times more power with the 
same amount of fuel. The paper 
also printed a small, theoretical 
sketch of an H-bomb. 

“The power of explosion of a 
hydrogen bomb can best be com- 
pared to the Tungus meteorite 
explosion in Siberia in 1908,” it 
said. “The meteorite weighed 
not less than one million tons 
and had a speed of 60 kilomet- 
ers (37.28 miles) per second, The 
bright tail of the meteorite was 
seen at distances of 600 kilo- 
meters (372.8 miles) and the ex- 
plosions on striking the earth 
were heard thousands of kilo- 
meters from the spot. The ex- 
plosions felled the forest over 
an area of a hundred square 
kilometers. 

Doubtless an explosion of such 
strength can be used not only 
for’ military purposes and de- 
struction, but also for peaceful 
purposes. The brilliant dis- 
covery of the real way of re- 
celving energy from the thermo- 
nuclear reaction with hydrogen, 
made by Soviet scientists, opens 
before humanity the prospects 
of mastering such forces of na- 


tivity immeasurably greater than 
anything yet known in the field 
of energetics. 

“Hydrogen energy — for the 
peaceful use of which the Soviet 
Union is fighting—will change.

It aims at more 
liberal loans for many types of 
home improvements and would 
give the President power to cut 
down payments and stretch out 
to 30 years repayment on Gov- 
ernment insured loans for new 
or old houses. 

The bill would also give the 
President more authority to set 
interest rates on FHA and G. J. 
loans. The Administration has 
said it does not now plan to 
boost these rates. 

A section of the omnibus 
measure would also reorganize 
the Federal National Mortgage 
Association, which supports the 
mortgage market, and provide 
for it to shift gradually from 
Government to private owner-

But by weakening the tradi- 
tional arms, we leave ourselyes no 
alternative but to start a blitz war 
through fear for our own defense,-to 
beat “the other guy” to it.

As if this wasn't bad enough, we 
seem determined to place in German 
hands the power to lead us into a 
losing atomic war. Even if France 
does ratify EDC, Germany gets at 
least six armored divisions, probably 
with¢atomic artillery. She can and 
will use those six divisions to guard 
her factories and. military installa- 
tions. No one will know, let alone 
control, the power and quantity of 
the additional arms she manufac- 
tures nor the size and strength of 
the additional armies she trains. 


When Germany thinks she is mili- 
tarfly strong enough to buy chips in 
the war game, her police in our zone 
or her personnel in our offices will 
de ‘kidnapped, insulted or shot by 
German police, pretending to act for 
the: Russians, or there will be some 
‘other pretext. 3 

From behind the Pyrenees, we will 
bomb Russia but probably not in time 
to prevent her over-running Ger- 
‘many, She has a headstart already. 
Germany will fi help us bomb 
Russia, then help Russia bomb us, 
and Tinally join the East in return 
for dhe right of occupying France. 
Finding Russian strength so near.

We will be alone without the aid 
of France or the French empire and 
with England as our lone, courageous 
but exhausted and baffled ally. For 
Japan with Russian arms will have 
discovered a genuine opportunity to 
regain her dominance in Asia.

One thing must be said for the Republican | 


enemies of public housing in Washington. They 
have given the Eisenhower Administration full 
advance warning of their fierce determination 
to kill that program. 

The Administration has described public hohs- 
ing as “vital” to urban redevelopment and the 
public welfare, The President’s advisory com- 
mittee, after extended study, called public hous- 
ing “an essential part of a program for low-in- 
come families,” and said it must be continued.” 
Public housing is one phase of that dynamic“ 
legislative. program on which, the President has 
said, his Administration should be judged. 

Nevertheless the House G.O.P, leadership in 
two ways has served fidtice of its intention to 
kill public housing. Representative Taber’s Ap- 
propriations Committee, turning down President 
Eisenhower's request for funds to finance 35,000 
public housing units a year, has approved only 
20,000 units for the coming year and 15,000 for 
the next. Its expressed aim is to terminate the 
program within two years. 

Even more dangerous, perhaps, is the refusal 
of the House Banking Committee, headed by 
Representative Wolcott of Michigan, to add lan- 
guage to the Administration’s housing bill ex- 
pressly continuing authority for the public hous- 
ing program next year. 

When Housing Administrator Cole appeared 
before the Senate Banking Committee earlier 
this month, he agreed with Senator Maybank 
that unless such a proviso were added, the terms 
written into existing legislation last year would 
abolish public housing. This same warning was 
given Chairman Wolcott’s House Committee this 
week, yet nothing was done to amend the Ad- 
ministration bill. 

What, if anything, is the Administration going 
to do about this extensively advertised death 
blow at public housing? According to some 
Washington dispatches, the Administration de- 
feated the attack on its tax revision bill in the 
House by well-organized political pressure upon 
Republican members. Will it defend its public 


housing program with the same zeal and energy?

Is it surprising to hear that there are some 
550 foreign students enrolled in schools in the 
St. Louis area? Surely to many it will be. These 
young men and women are from 47 countries, 
near and far, and they are avidly sampling just 
about everything educational St. Louis has to 
offer.

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Offset for Coffee Prices? 

By way of attempting to assuage the anguish 
caused by the skyward rush of coffee prices, we 
are told that pepper is coming down. It seems 
that not only India but also the spice islands, 
where production had been grievously reduced 
by Japanese war damage, are harvesting a bump- 
er crop. British Sarawak alone has produced 
21,280,000 pounds, more than twice as much as 
in 1952. 

So the price on the New York market has 
sagged to 90 cents, compared with a 1950 high 
of $3 the pound, and the “experts” are saying 
that it will go down to 70 cents by midsummer 
when the new crop begins to arrive, 

This is welcome news, Any lowered price is 
always good news to the shopping housewife. 
She may even be especially sentimental about 
pepper since, if there had not been such a de- 
mand for it, Christopher Columbus might never 
have discovered America and the Indians: might 
still be getting along without this paragon of 
spices. But we doubt that the thought will occur 
to her, She just does not buy pepper in quanti- 
ties large enough to think that much about it. 

If she does dwell on the news, she probably 
will wonder why higher coffee should be offset 
by cheaper pepper. Surely, she is not to steep 
the ground stuff in hot water and serve it for 
breakfast? At that, the brew might be a miracle 
for waking you up.

Proper Standards for Nursing Homes 

When the licensing and inspection of res- 
taurants, food plants, hotels and barber shops 
is taken for granted, it is mildly surprising that 
Dr. Herbert R. Domke, St. Louis county health 
commissioner, should find it necessary to com- 


plain of the inadequacy of laws governing nurs- 


ing homes. Since the state delegates authority 
over such homes to the counties, he is asking 
the St. Louis County Council to move toward 
the enactment of a strong local control pro- 
gram. A survey has been ordered. 

Some nursing homes, no doubt, are consci- 
entiously conducted for the utmost possible com- 
fort and wellbeing of their patients. Others, 
however, are heaftless money-making opera- 
tions. All too often, this is revealed only by a 
disastrous fire or some other tragedy. The de- 
sirability of bringing such places up to decent 
standards, or forcing them out of business, seems 
beyond argument, Responsible proprietors will 
be among the first to welcome such regulation. 
They must be sick and weary of the doubts 
raised in connection with nursing homes by the 
irresponsible, 

It may be said that relatives and patients 
themselves should make sure of the adequacy 
of a given nursing home. But this is not always 
possible. Regulation and inspection are legiti- 
mate.and urgent public health functions.

Secretary Benson has announced &-program of 
purchasing surplus potatoes, and the gingerly 
way in which he did it carried an eloquence all 
its own. For potatoes have become a symbol, 
in many minds, of the dafter aspects of price 


support policy. During the last potato-purchase . 
program, following World War II, the price of | 


potatoes was put beyond the reach of some 


American families at the same time vast moun- 


tains of the things were burned or dyed blue 
to prevent human consumption. 

Mr. Benson’s potato deal is much more limited 
and more defensible than that one. Price sup- 
port is not involved, and he is going to buy 
only for the Rege program and for sub- 
sidized use of potatoes by starch and flour man- 
ufacturers. Thus the surpluses bought will find 
their way into consumption instead of being 
withheld from it. 

That is fine, but the question arisés—what 
happens when or if this limited purchase pro- 
gram proves inadequate to support potato grow- 
ers’ income at a fair level? This is what hap 
pened before, and it could happen again. | 

Disposing of a little surplus in non-commercial 
channels is not so difficult, but when the sur- 
plus really gets big enough to give trouble, 
there may be no way to get rid of it without 
further upsetting the commercial market. Then 
the destruction or the dyeing begin, and the 
public conscience properly revolts. At the point 
where the problem really gets tough, we have 
not begun to solve the surplus riddle. ,

During the first 50 years of the twen- 
tieth century, whenever the matter of 
roads has been discussed or considered, 
the emphasis has been either on the 
major highway system or on rural roads. 
This is quite natural since cities have 
had some improved streets for a much 
longer. period, while the surfaced road 
outside of cities was almost a novelty 
at the advent of the automobile. 


Today, however, most of our motor 
vehicle trips originate and end within 
the cities and towns of the nation so 
that, in actuality, the vast network of 
highways serves as funnels through 
which almost all motor travel runs in 
getting from city to city. 

It should be obvious that city streets 
are a vital part of the national motor 
vehicular transportation system. In 
Missouri, where all of the gasoline tax 
goes into our highway funds, the streets 
in our urban.areas comprise one-tenth 
of the total road and street mileage of 
the state. National surveys show, how- 
ever, that about one-half of motor ve- 
hicle mileage is within urban areas.

AINTREE, England, March 27 (UP — Royal Tan won the 


1lith running of the Grand National Steeplechase today to give 
owner J. H. Griffin his second consecutive winner in the world’s 


toughest horse race. 


Tudor Line owned by Mrs. E. 
Truelove was second and Lord 
Sefton’s Irish Lizard was third 
in the four miles, 856-yard race. 
The race was of interest the 
world over because it decided 
the winners of the Irish Hos- 
pital Sweepstakes. 

A year ago Early Mist won 
the race for the young whole- 
sale grocer from Templeogue 
near Dublin. Bryan Marshall 
once again rode for him. 

Royal Tan carrying 161 pounds, 
was equal second choice in the 
final betting with Coneyburrow, 
and paid off at 8 to 1, while 
Tudor Line was 10 to 1 and 
Irish Lizard, third in the race 
a year ago, was post time Zavor- 
ite at 15 to 2. Twenty-nine 
horses started. 

Marshall drove Royal Tan 
home by only a neck while Irish 
Tizard was 10 lengths farther be- 
hind Tudor Line. 

The finish was in sharp con- 
trast to last year's renewal of 
the Grand National when Mar- 
shall drove Early Mist home by 
20 lengths. Only five of 31 
finished in 1953. 
| time it was different and 
the crowd estimated at 250,000 

ns roared as the two horses 
charged at the finish line after 
successfully clearing 30 of the 
toughest steeplechase obstacles 
in the world. 

Those gruelling jumps—over 
brush, fence, rail and water— 
once again took a terrific toll 
and only eight horses managed 
to survive the tough grind. 
The course was so jammed 
that police sent a helicopter 
aloft to control the crowd. The 
helicopter radioed instructions 
to walkie-talkie equipped police 
in the crowd. 

The horses which came home 
behind the first three were San 
Perion, Martinque, Uncle Bar- 
ney, Southern Coup and Ontray.

Royal Tan finished the race 

in 9:324-5, far off the course

F we didn't have winter we 
wouldn’t have winter wheat, 
winter games and winter vaca-

On the other hand we wouldn't 
have all the concrefe walks and 
drives that end up each winter 
full of cracks and holes. 
The reason a concrete walk 
or drive will crack and heave 
is that water gets under the con- 
crete and then freezes and when 
it freezes it expands. 

Next time you build a walk 
or drive, see that there is a 
gravel or cinder base under the 
concrete and you won't have this 
sort of trouble. Anyway, the 
problem now is to repair the 
damage before it trips someone 
up. 

First thing to do is to take a 
cold chisel and a hammer and 
cut out the damaged concrete. 
Make the sides of the surround- 


- ing concrete as near vertical as 


possible. Next, wet down the 


Sides of the concrete and start 


applying the concrete patch.

The 
groups most likely to be affect- 
ed are very young children and 
older persons who lack the abil- 
ity to protect themselves. 

Nearly all home accidents can 
be prevented. Look for home 
safety hazards and eliminate 
them.
